Stifling the World-Conscience 


Now everybody would wish to avoid altercations between the 
printing presses of various countries. But what Herr Hitler would 
appear to be aiming at in his plan is the stifling of the foreign 
criticism of Nazi methods, which evidently irks. If his idea were 
accepted, such a thing as a world-conscience would be severely 
handicapped. The extension of the plan to all nations would mean, 
for instance, that any adverse Press comment on the abominable 
poison-gas atrocities committed by Italy in Abyssinia would be ruled 
out as “an improper interference in the internal affairs of another 
country.’ Foreign correspondents of newspapers would have 
to be recalled, for‘a great deal of their occupation would be gone, 
In short, the intolerable principle would be established that 
the defiance of the moral law by a people, perhaps a numerous and 
great people, would be no concern of the Press of other nations. Such a 
principle would be gravely harmful to human civilisation. It would 
make an end of that “ public opinion” which is usually the only hope 
of protection against the oppression of the weak. And, most serious of 
all, it would be a brutal denial of the essence of the League system 
which assumes a community of interests among all nations, a com- 
munity of moral ideals and purpose, and a right of interference

A Rothschild Story 

The princely contributions which have given such a magnificent 
send-off to the Million Pound German Fund in this country, remind 
me of a still unforgotten story of that great-hearted philanthropist, 
the first Lord Rothschild. One day, during one of the terrible pogrom 
periods in Russia, that other large-hearted Jew, the late Hermann 
Landau, arrived home to find a crowd of hungry and clamorous 
refugees at his door. The police, who were perplexed by the situation, 
welcomed his coming and explained. Landau took one look at the 
scene, then hatled a cab and drove as fast as the horse could ran to 
New Court, the shrine of charity in difficulties. An unexpected visit by 
Mr. Landau meant only one thing and, as always, New Court good. 
humouredly recognised it. Landau hastily told of the mob round 
his home. “How much do you want?" asked Lord Rothsehild. 
“ Seventeen thousand pounds!" was the reply. His Lordship held 
i moment's conversation with his two brothers. “ All right,’’ he said, 
“you can have twenty thousand!" Even the courageous Landau 
held his breath. “But Ll only asked for seventeen thor sand!” he 
gasped, His Lordship turned to his brothers, and remarked, with a 
laugh, “ he’s having Pachmaniut on us!” If only all of us, Commoners 
and not only Peers, would follow the example of the “ Lord” who 
not only © provided” but over-provided, how much worry would not 
the organisers of the present appeal be spared ! 

The Honest Jew 

Here are three little news items which are worth setting side 
by side: (1) At the recent annual meeting of the Leeds Jewish 
board of Guardians, the Treasurer reported that since the formation 
of the “ Victor Lightman Loan Fand,” twelve years ago, a sum of 
no less than £94,000 had been advanced in small loans, free of 
interest, and no loss whatsoever had becn incurred! (2) 
recent annual meeting of subscribers to the Manchester Jewish 
board of Guardians, it was announced that £1,150 had been granted 
in loans during the year and that there had not yet been a single 
bad debt. (3) Im her speech at the annual meeting of the con- 
tributors to the London Jewish Board of Guardians, the President 
stated that “the Loan Committee presented, as usual, astounding 
figures as to the magnitude of their operations and the minute 
proportion of bad debts incurred.” What, in the light of these 
facts, becomes of the allegation that the Jew is by nature 
dishonest? ‘These figures, by the way, are encouraging to the 
promoters of the new German Appeal, who propose to proceed, 
in part, by way of loan to the beneficiaries. Do they not 
suggest, as Mr. Nathan Laski urged at the Manchester meeting, 
that if the Public Assistance Committees were empowered to make 
loans to hawkers and small tradespeople to tide them over a difficult 
period, many thousands of pounds in relief could be saved through- 
out the country? If the Government would act upon this hing, it 
would not be the first time that Jewish example had had a salutary 
influence in the tield of social work !

Good for the Post Office! 

Talking of saving money reminds me of another way in which 
this could be done—in our own Community. A co-religionist 
recently complained to me that although his brother—a man every- 
where beloved for his character and public work—had been dead 
for ten years, letters from communal institutions still continued to 
be addressed to him at the house he lived in when alive. There is 
all the less excuse for this carelessness seeing that the deceased was 
very widely known, as well as admired, and his death could, one 
would have thought, hardly have passed unnoticed. Apparently the 


institutions concerned do not take the trouble to bring their mailing | 


lists up-to-date. It recalls to my mind the case once mentioned to 
me of an official of a charity who boasted that his society could not 
be guilty of duplicating relief because it kept a list of recipients 
from other charities. He-produced it—a torn and faded document 
almost yellow with age! Like the lack of proper supervision and 
co-ordination, to which attention is now being directed, these things 
are eloquent of waste, and we can’t afford them!

Putting the Brake on Legislative Council 


SUNDAY CLOSING MEASURES 
[From our Parliamentary Correspondent | 


The assurance that in the interval no further steps are being taken 
for the establishment of a Legislative Council for Palestine tmdicates 
that the Government are alive to the general anxiety which prevails m 
this regard. It is believed that amended proposals will be submitted to 
Parliament for consideration before any definite action is taken to put 
a Council into foree, and Mr. Hall Caime is asking, on Wednesday next, 
for’an undertaking from the Colonial Secretary to this effect. 


Nazis’ Revolutionary Propaganda 

A striking leaflet, commenting on the dangers of the espionage system 
of the ‘‘anti-Chnstian German Dictatorship which is.spending thousands 
on pagan propaganda and secret espionage.’ has been published by an 
organisation called ‘‘Hands off Britam.’’ which is . conducted by 
Commander ©, Locker-Lampson,. M.P. The dissenunation of Nazi 
propaganda throughout the world is being watched with grave concern 
by M.P.’s.. Colonel Wedgwood its asking next Tuesday for information 
on Nazi activities in Palestine, especially in Haifa, and whether the 
Government will stop this movement in Palestine, as has been done in 
Switzerland. 

The Shops Bills 

The’ Committee stage of the Shops (Sunday Trading Restriction) 
Bill was concluded last Tuesday. It was decided that total exemption 
should be granted in respect of the sale of refreshments ‘* for consumption 
on or off the. premises,”’ but, to avoid misunderstandings, ‘* the sale of 
flour confectionery ’’ was specttically exempted, whereas ‘‘ the business 
earned on at a fried fish shop *’ was specifically excluded from exemption. 
The Report - stage of the amended Bill is set down for Friday next. 

Following unmediately on the heels of this Bill in the Committee 
stage came the Retail Meat Dealers (Sunday Closing) Bill. This was 
passed in a few minutes, without dehate. This Bill seeks to make it 
unlawful to carry on the business of a retail dealer in butcher's meat on 
Sunday, except that persons of the ** Jewish Religion ’’ may carry on 
this business on Sunday (which apparent!y means the whole day) provided 
they have a heence from Jewish authorities for the sale of Kasher meat 
and that they close on Saturctay. Should the first Sunday Closing Bill be 
passed into aw it is prebable that this Bill will not be proceeded with. 
The Report stage is set down for next Friday week. 


tepeated attempts were made to break up a meeting of the Barnet 
branch of the League of Nations Union held recently and addressed by 
Rabbi 8. E. Starrels. It seems that a small group of Fascists, who did 
not belong to the district, interrupted determinedly while the Rabbi was 
speaking, and hurled offensive epithets at him. The audience, numbering 
about 150, strongly resented the interruptions and for some minutes there 
was uproar. Rabbi Starrels, however, faced the situation quite calmly, 
a fact which seemed to disconcert the hecklers, 

As the disturbance continued, it was thought necessary to summon 
the police upon whose arrival the Fascists quietened down. Subsequently 
the following reSolution was put to the meeting: ‘‘ That this meeting of 
the Barnet Branch of the League of Nations Union expresses its hatred 
of persecution of Jews in Nazi Germany or in any other country.’ The 
resolution was carried with only two Fascists dissenting,

THE LATE Dr. M. DD. EDER 


At the funeral of Dr. M. D. Eder, Mr. ISRAFRL M. Siterr, in the course 
ofan address said: 

Those of us who knew David Eder intimately realise what lis loss 
means to us, because he united within him a fearless courad¢de and a desire 
for truth, with a deep sympathy and affection, a passionate sense of 
justice and a great human understanding. He was one of those rare 
beings who understood the weaknesses of men and women. and readily 
forgave them. He believed that. on balance, there was dood in all men 
and women, and this conviction was at the foundation of his friendships 
and loyalties. How well l remember when I first met him some twenty 
vears ago, when he entered actively into Jewish life dnring the Grea’ 
War. He came among us—working in the Zionist Organisation— modest, 
reserved and almost shy. I wondere:| what he would be like when he 
had to face the problems which were then awaiting us members of the 
Zionist Commission in Palestine. <A history of that period cannot be 
written unless it includes’‘a full account of David E.der’s heroic work 
in the midst of almost insuperable «hfficuities, and very often in the fac: 
of the greatest danger. His great experi nce in dealing with human 
beings made him quick to arrive at correct decisions as to how to dea! 
with them. In short, he was one of those few who in those days anid 
in the years following were responsible for the shape and quality of 
Jewish life in Palestine. As a psychologist he was an original thinker and 
an initiator. To him his profession, springing as it did out of his desire 
to heal the wounded, to assist the helpless, and to heip the lame, was a 
holy calling. And out of this desire to heal, joined with the love of his 
fellow-men, sprang also his passionate zeal for the rebabititation of the 
Jewish people. He joined the Zionist movement not because he felt 
that he ought to do it, but because he was irresistibly drawn to 
the instrument ‘which, in his hands, might help to heal tho 
centuries-old wound of the Jews to whose race he belonged. in 
his creat love of Zionist work, in. which he spent himself daily, he 
became a tireless: warrior, a shining example of selfless devotion to all 
those with whom he came into contact. The name of David Eder is 
enshrined in the hearts of all those Jews who look to the upbuilding of 
the Jewish National Home as the salvation of our race. David Eder has 
gone from us: his mortal remains return from whence they came, His 
spirit lives on in those whom he guided and inspired. His healing mind 
will be remembered with gratitude by many. His soul has gone to its 
eternal rest; may it rest in eternal peace.

scheme being deferred. The Arab newspapers, however, ¢ xpress 
dissatisfaction with the limited scope of argument tendere! them 
by the Colonial Secretary and want recognition of the right of the 
mission to wider terms of reference. To any person who wnoder 
stands the psychology of the Arab politicians, this was an inevitable 


development of the situation. 


Leaders Do Not Represent Arab Opinion 

The Arab parties are now discussing the character and coi posi. 
tion of the mission; if the truth were told, one or twoof the leaders 
would be g'ad of a chance to wriggle out of their acceptance because 
of the fire of criticism to which they have been subjected by their 
undisciplined supporters. 

One fundamental matter which seems to have escaped both the 
Colonial Secretary and the High Commissioner, however, is the extent 
to which those leaders who were given the invitation really represent Arab 
public opinion. There has, after all, been no electoral representation 
among the Arabs for some nine years, since the Seventh Arab Congreis 
was held in approximately 1927. The present leaders hold their positions 
more by virtue of personal canvass than enfranchisement or popular 
recognition. 

Certain Arab newspapers have pertinently inquired why some 
of the astute Arab politicians have been thrust into the background, 
and mention the undoubtedly shrewd Aouni Bey Abdul Hadi.one of 
the few men who have consistently honest principles and views, and 
Dr. Hussein Al Khalidi. Aouni Bey belongs to the Istaklalist 
(Independence) group, which has disappeared from the limelight o! 
late, who urge complete autonomy for Palestine within a Pan Arab 
Federation. Dr. Khalidi, the Mayor of Jerusalem, is head of the 
Reform Party, but apparently he is in a quandary over participation 
in a political mission the avowed object of waich would be to oppose 
Jewish interests: and the Jewish electorate in Jerusalem is growing. 

Such is the political scene in Palestine at present. Among the 
Arabs there is no coherent policy at all. They are at logzerheads 
among themselves over the fundamental purpose of the mission to 
London. They are bitterly divided over the membership of the 
proposed mission. Though naturally envious of the prestige gained 
by the Wafd in Egypt and the Syrian Nationalists being invited 
to negotiate treaties of alliance with Great Britain and | rance 
respectively, they find themselves unable, owing to the clash of 
personal ambitions, to reach anything like an agreed policy towards 
a mission freely offered them. 

Among the Jews there is no deviation from the esta! isbed 
attitude. A crumb of hope, however, is offered in the High (om: 
missioner's statement to the Arab delegation at Government !!ouse, 
on April 2nd, that “decisions on major policy” would be reserved 
by the British Government. It is upon that pivot that the whole 
axis of the situation now turns, whether a Legislative Counc’! is to 
be or not to be, ;

Fright seized on the crowds. Who is this fellow? The religious 
functionaries were aghast. Amaziab, the High Priest of Bethel, 
ordered the disturber of the peace to be gone hence. 

“thou seer, go, flee thee away into the land of Judah: and theré 
cat bread and prophesy there; but prophesy not again any more at 
Bethel; for it is the King’s sanctuary and it is a royal house.” 

The man so addressed was called Amos, and he replied: 

1] was no prophet, neither was I a prophet’s son; but | was an 
herdman and a dresser of sycamore trees, and the Lord took me from 
follow.ng the flock, and the Lord said unto me: Go prophesy unto my 
people Israel,” 

It is commonly held. that a prophet is one who foretells the 
future. That conception is erroneous. The Hebrew word Navi 
a speaker. When Moses declared that be was hard of 
speech, God is made to say to him that Aaron would go with him 
and be his Navi, that is, his speaker. Moses would convey his 
message to Aaron and Aaron would transmit it to Pharaoh. So in 
general, the Prophet receives the Divine message and transmits it 
tohis audience. In reality the Prophet is not a man of foresight, 
but a man of insight. By his inspiration he is enabled to see 
beneath the surface of things, to probe the true character of events 
and, by a close study of them, to suggest their likely conclusion. 
lt is worth noting that prophets appeared in times when world 
affairs were uncertain and the womb of time hid mighty movements. 
lt has been said that prophets were quick to discover God in history. 

Such a man was Amos. He upbraided the Jews for the social 
injustices ofthe day. The rich took advantage of the poor. Justice 
Was perverted by bribery. They sold the righteous for silver and 
the needy for a pair of shoes. Wrong and violence were in the 
land. Such things could not go unpunished. Amos became the 
prophet of doom. But this dresser of sycamore trees also knew 
what he wanted. “Hate the evil and love the good and éstablish 
judgment in the gate.” Religious feasts and solemn assemblies are 
all very well; burnt offerings and meal offerings, and the noise of 
fongs ‘nay have their part in the national life, But what mattered 
most was this: Let judgment roll down as waters and righteous- 
bess asa perpetual stream. : 

Tuere was only one thing to it: Israel must be punished. He 
must loarn his lesson in adversity. But Amos thundered at Israel's 
neighbours no less. He reviewed them all—Philistia, Edom, 
Damascus, Moab—and reminded them of their cruelty—-they did 
not remember the sanctity of treaties, they cast off all pity. There- 


fore each should be faithfully taught the consequence of their 
conduct,

As a piece of literature the Book of Amos may be commended 
for its ‘orthrightness. To some it will present the meaning of true 
religion as inspired by the Divine. To others who perhaps cannot 
share this view the question will occur: How could this simple 
peasant speak so splendidly in support of righteousness? Was he 
one of the characters in the world’s history who feel impelled to 
preach ‘o men the importance of right doing as between neighbours? 
Does it really matter why he spoke? Ascribe a Divine origin to his 
Words if you will, or explain them as an expression of a soul filled 
With a strong sense of social justice; the point is that Amos is one 
of the great teachers of righteousness. 

! have often wondered why his name is not generally found 
“noug Jews. I believe it is hardly ever found. Yet his isthe name 
of one of the teachers, of mankind. If Aimos came to Europe 
‘oday he might have much to tell us. ‘To the peoples of the 
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Continent he might bave as woeful a message as for the neighbours 
of Israel in hisown day. Turning to one direction he might SAY: 
lor the three transgressions of Germany, yea, for four, I will not 
turn away the punishment thereof; for the suppression of human 
liberty, for the cruelty of concentration camps, for the blind faith 
in aman who isof very commonclay. Turning to another direction 
he might say: For the three transgressions of Italy, yea, for four, 
[ will not turn away the punishment thereof: for their heartless 
invasion of Ethiopia, which has become their ‘ Naboth's Vineyard,” 
for their policy of brute force; for their having forgotten mercy. 
Ames might bave some unpalatable things to say to the present 
rulers of Austria, of Poland, of Hungary. He might point out that 
certain parts of Europe are sinking into barbarism, just as certain 
countries were doing in his own day. Doubtless he would proclaim 
the same destiny for them. Would he not be right? For.if there 
is one fundamental law of life it is that in the long run evil cannot 
triumph. Only righteousness exalteth a nation. Ninety-nine 
Englishmen out of « hundred would subscribe to this law. Are 
Kuropean affairs at the present time being carried on in the pursuit 
of righteousness ? 

What would Amos say to us Jews? Of a certainty he would 
commend to us the practice of social justice. He would plead with 
us to be strictly righteous in social life and in business life: he 
would urge humility upon us; he might remind us of what a 
brother seer said that it is seemly to walk humbly with God. He 
might further persuade us that we need at the present day to 
acquire true culture, which is the opposite of vulgarity, of empty 
show, of forwardness, of a certain chutzpah, in modes and manners. 
Amos seemed to have grasped the importance of these things. Vet 
he was only a herdman and a dresser of sycamore trees. Justa 
simple-minded Jew, but of what a moral stature !

EXPERIENCES OF THE REY. I. RAFFALOVICH 


The Rev. Isaiah Rafialovich, with whom I was able to secure an 
interview prior to his departure for Palestine (writes a representative 
of Tue Jewisn Curonicie), will be remembered not only for his 
twenty years’ Ministry in Liver- 
pool (he left that city eleven 
years ago to go to Brazil), but for 
his Zionist activities when the 
Movement was in its infancy in 
this country. 

Mr. Raffalovich commenced 
his Ministenal career in. England 
as quite a young man, his first 
post being with the New Syna- 
eooue, Manchester. Thence he 
went to Merthyr Tydvil, where he 
stayed for two years, gomg trom 
ther Live rpool., Although Mr. 

taffulovich told me he has 
alwavs been a staunch Zionist, 
he has at the same time believed 
also in working for the Jews in 
the Liaspora, and it was because 
of this latter behef that he 
devoted so much of lus tyme and 
attention to the question of 
Jewish unmigration when he was 
at Liverpool, in consequence of which he was elected to be the first 
Hon. Secretary, and later the President, of the Transmigrants’ Aid 
‘oOnunittee, 


The Rey. I. RAFFALOVICH., 


“Through this work,” said Mr. Raffalovich; “I came in contact 
with the Jewish Colonmsation Assocation (Ica), having been the 
rutitor of a conference of Enugration Committees in Europe, which 
was held in Brussels in 1921. In 1923, I was invited by the Ica to 
vo out to Brazil and study conditions and possibilities for the settle- 
ment of Jewish unnugrants in South Ameneca. 

“l was entrusted by the Ica on the one hand with the task of 
creating facilities for migration to Brazil and, on the other hand. 
of promoting a Jewish consciousness and Jewish religion and culture 
among the Jews there. It was at the time when countries were closing 
thew gates to luntngrants, and naturally the proposal to go to Brazil 
attracted me. 


“My tirst work on arrival consisted in getting concessions from the 
Government for fachtating the unmigration of Jews into Brazil, 
orgamsing local commuttees for the reception and placing of immi- 
grants and also organising the religous and cultural work. During 
the tune I stayed in Brazil, thanks to the facilities granted by the 
Government and by the Ica, and later on through the new organisation, 
the Hicem, 35,000 Jews permanently settled in that country.”

Anti-Semites’ Volte Face 


Steps Towards Lithuanian-Jewish Amity 


“ENOUGH ROOM®8FOR ALL OF US” 


A sensation has been caused in Lithuania by the proposal of 
the artisans’ section of the anti-Semitic Verslininki Organisation to 
make peace with the Jewish Artisans’ Union, in order the better 
to be able to carry out co-ordinated schemes in favour of tha 
artisan’s of Lithuania. A special delegation of the Verslininki 
visited the Executive Committee of the Jewish Artisans’ Union te 
confer on the forms of future collaboration, and it was decided to 
establish a mixed committee of representatives of both organisations 
to represent the Lithuanian artisans, irrespective of race or creed, 
The committee consists of three Jews and four Lithuanians. 

The action of the Verslininki Organisation is partly explained 
by the fact that it was joined recently by a large number of Govern- 
ment officials, and that through them the Government succeeded in 
influencing the organisation in modifying its anti-Jewish attitude. 

Speaking at a conference of the Lithuanian Jewish Ex-Service- 
men's Union in Memel recently, the Governor of Memel, M. 
Korkauskas, paid tribute to the loyalty of Lithuanian Jewry. 
Similar tributes were paid by representatives of the Lithuanian 
Government and Army, and of the Memel local authorities. General 
Sliszus, a former Minister of War, made a plea that Jews and 
Lithuanians should live in amity. M. Kibrancas, leader of the 
Lithuanian fraction in the Memel Parliament, promised a ruthless 
struggie against anti-Jewish activities in his province. .~ There is 
enough room,” he said, © for Lithuanians and Jews in this country.” 

Ths. President of Lithuania has conferred the Independence 
Order on three Jews, Ber Kadish,; Mendel Drasner and Shloime 
Katnitzky, of the Alitai district, for their services in Lithuania's 
liberation wars. Dr. J. Segal, a Jewish officer, has been appointed 
to take charge of anti-gas defence in the Lithuanian army. Dr. 
Segal took an active part in the liberation wars. After the Greaf 
War he was for many years Director of the Hebrew Secondary 
School of Riga, Latvia. He returned to Lithuania a few years ago, 
when he was egain invited to join the army.

Nazi Orders to Quit 


[From our Correspondent—AMSTERDAM] 

A German maid-servant working in a Jewish household in 
Amsterdam bas just received instructions from the city authorities 
of’ Hanover (her native city) “immediately- and unconditionally 
to leave her present situation.’ Permission, however, is granted 
her to remain in Holland on condition that she finds a situation 
with anon-Jewish family. If she cannot, she must return to Hanover. 

Until a year or so ago, large numbers of German girls were 
employed as servants in Jewish families, many coming to Holland 
for the express purpose of entering Jewish households. Since the 
promulgation of the Nuremberg Laws, the number of German 
servants in Jewish employment has considerably diminished ; but it 
isknown that although pressure is being brought to bear upon them, 
German servants are unwilling to leave their Jewish situations,

Jewish Refugee Sues German Company 


Alleged Breach of Contract 
An action which, if successful, will open the way for scores of 
similar suits by refugees from Germany against German enterprises, 
is now pending in the New York Supreme Court. The action is a 
suit for 98,000 dollars brought by Mr. Marcel Holzer, a German- 
Jewish exile, against the German State Railway Company. Mr. 


‘Holzer, who was confined in a Nazi concentration camp before he 


left Germany, claims that the amount is due under a contract with 
the concern which was broken at the order of the Nazis because of 
the fact that he was a Jew. 

Mr. Holzer has attached the American properties of the German 
Railways Company, thus preventing their transfer pending the con- 
clusion of the action. A motion by the defendants to dismiss the 
writ of attachment has been rejected by Justice McCook, In seeking 
to dismiss the writ of attachment, the defendants contended that the 
United States properties of the concern could not be attached since 
the concern is controlled by the German Government and is no 
longer in any sense a private enterprise. Justice McCook ruled 
that this contention is one of the issues that must be decided 
during the trial,

A Vigorous Community 


Revival of Jewish Enthusiasm 


INTEREST IN PALESTINE 
[From a Correspondent | 


Norway has the smallest Jewish community of the three 
Scandinavian countries. To-day it numbers not much more than 
1,500 persons, of whom 850 are in Oslo. The rest are divided 
between Bergen and Trondhjem. In Oslo there are two congrega. 
tions, in Trondjhem one. Small as it is, the Community, which is 
known as a “ Mosaic Association,’ has existed for nearly a century. 
It was the great national poet of Norway in the first part of the 
nineteenth century, Henrik Wergeland, who fought for the repeal of 
a clause in the Constitution of 1514 which excluded sews from the 
country. He did not live to see the achievement of his aim, which 
todk place in 1851. The Jews in Norway have not taken a part in 
the national life comparable with that of the. Jews in Sweden and 
Denmark. They have been mostly engaged in commerce, and it is only 
in recent vears that some among them have turned to the professions. 
Yet, as in the other Scandinavian countries, families, sprung from 
the Community but lost to it religiously, have attained high positions 
in the State. ‘The most notable among them are the Hambros, one 
of whom is to-day Speaker of the Storthing and a leading figure of 
the Assemblies of the League of Nations. The principal Rabbi in 
Oslo, Dr. Julius Samuel, comes from Germany, but plays a notable 
part in Norwegian intellectual life. He bas aroused a fresh Jewish 
enthusiasm in a community which, like all others, has been deeply 
moved by the sufferings of the Jews of Germany. 

Few German-Jewish refugees have found their way to Norway. 
Whereas Denmark has harboured some 1,500 of them, and to-day 
provides a training place for over 200 young Chalutzim and Chalutzot, 
and Sweden harbours a few hundred, Norway has been a land of 
refuge for only a few score. Yet there, too, a movement has been 
initiated for re-training those formerly engaged in commerce and the 
professions. The country offers special advantage for branches of 
mechanical and artisan training, and most of all for apprenticeship 
in a calling to which young Palestine Jews are turning again with 
enthusiasm, the sea. The Government, which cherishes the Nansen 
tradition of concern for refugees without distinction of race and 
creed, is sympathetic to the efforts to provide opportunities for train. 
ing; and it is hoped that the Hachshara will soon have acentre in 
this as in the other Scandinavian countries. 

The Norwegian Community has also responded to the call of 
Palestine. During the War period Norway, as well.as Sweden and 
Denmark, provided a home for several of the exiled Zionist. leaders. 
One of the principal Jewish architects and town-planners of 
Palestine, Richard Kaufman, lived here for some years, gaining his 
first experience in town planning. It is significant that the 
Norwegian Government is this year for. the first time to take its 
part in the Levant Fairat Tel-Aviy. lt will have its pavilion, and 
will send its official and trading representatives to Palestine. 
Zionist enthusiasm is now beginning to permeate this little 
community, and there is a Zionist Sooiety with some fifty members, 
part of a Scandinavian Zionist Federation.

The Danzig Senate has informed the representatives of the 
Danzig Jewish community that orders have been issued to the local 
police to intervene in every case where Nazis sing anti-Jewish songs 
in the streets. The orders have been issued following energetic 
protests by the Board of the Jewish Community in connection with 
the disquieting growth of the singing by local Nazis of the verse 
from the notorious Nazi song which includés the. words: “When 
Jewish blood spurts from the knife.”’ 

The Senate does not charge the police with the duty of inter. 
vening, however, until the Jewish Community has first complained 
in each individual case.

A Vigorous Community 


Revival of Jewish Enthusiasm 


INTEREST IN PALESTINE 
[From a Correspondent | 


Norway has the smallest Jewish community of the three 
Scandinavian countries. To-day it numbers not much more than 
1,500 persons, of whom 850 are in Oslo. The rest are divided 
between Bergen and Trondhjem. In Oslo there are two congrega- 
tions, in Trondjhem one. Small as it is, the Community, which ts 
known as a “ Mosaic Association,” has existed for nearly a century. 
It was the great national poet of Norway in the first part of the 
nineteenth century, Henrik Wergeland, who fought for the repeal of 
a clause in the Constitution of 1514 which excluded sews from the 
country. He did not live to see the achievement of his aim, which 
took place in 1851. The Jews in Norway have not taken a part in 
the national life comparable with that of the Jews in Sweden and 
Denmark. They have been mostly engaged in commerce, and it is only 
in recent vears that some among them have turned tothe professions. 
Yet, as in the other Scandinavian countries, families, sprung from 
the Community but lost to it religiously, have attained high positions 
in the State. ‘The most notable among them are the Hambros, one 
of whom is to-day Speaker of the Storthing and a leading figure of 
the Assemblies of the League of Nations. The principal Rabbi in 
Oslo, Dr. Julius Samuel, comes from Germany, but plays a notable 
part in Norwegian intellectual life. He has aroused a fresh Jewish 
enthusiasm in a community which, like all others, has been deeply 
moved by the sufferings of the Jews of Germany. 

Few German-Jewish refugees have found their way to Norway. 
Whereas. Denmart has..harboured some 1,500 of them, and to-day 
provides a training place for over 200 young Chalutzim and Chalutzot, 
and Sweden harbours a few hundred, Norway has been a land of 
refuge for only a few score. Yet there, too, a movement has been 
initiated for re-training those formerly engaged in commerce and the 
professions. The country offers special advantage for branches of 
mechanical and artisan training, and most of all for apprenticeship 
in a calling te which voung Palestine Jews are turning again with 
enthusiasm, the sea. The Government, which cherishes the Nansen 
tradition of concern for refugees without distinction of race and 
creed, is sympathetic to the efforts to provide opportunities for train- 
ing; and it is hoped that the Hachshara will soon have acentre in 
this as in the other Scandinavian countries. 

The Norwegian Community has also responded to the call of 
Palestine. During the War period Norway, as well as Sweden and 
Denmark, provided a home for several of the exiled Zionist leaders. 
One of the. principal Jewish architects and town-planners of 
Palestine, Richard Kaufman, lived here for some years, gaining his 
first experience in town planning. It is significant that the 
Norwegian Government is this year for the first time to take its 
part in the Levant Fairat Tel-Aviv. It will have its pavilion, and 
will send its official and trading representatives to Palestine. 
Zionist enthusiasm is now beginning to permeate this little 
community, and there is a Zionist Society with some fifty members, 
part of a Scandinavian Zionist Federation.

Further Haavarah Regulations 
AID FOR STUDENTS 


Further regulations governing the transfer of capital fro 
Germany to Palestine, applying to “ Account Namber One,’ which 
includes the transactions of German Jews emigrating to Pales: ine, 
were made public on Sunday. They permit the follo, 
transactions : 

The sum of 200 marks monthly may be sent to Palestine (:o., 
Germany for the support of German-Jewish students studying there. 

Up to 500 marks monthly may be sent for the support of German 
Jews residing in Palestine. 

German Jews who emigrated to Palestine independently an4 
took from Germany “only comparatively small sums which are 
insufficient for the establishment of an independent economic 
existence’ can have more of their capital transferred, providing 
they obtain a certificate from the German Consulate in Palestine. 
Applications involving more than 10,000 Marks, however, must 
secure the approval of the Reich currency authorities. 

These regulations also make it clear that preference wi)! be 
given to transactions enabling Jewish organisations engaged in 
settling Jews in Palestine to obtain the funds collected for them 
in Germany.

Such minor points as what exactly was. the nature 
of his stupendous organisation, how it worked, above all, how it paid, 
even allowing for the high returns of robbery, blackmail and half-a-dozen 
similar enterprises, are just not bothered with. Mr. Hay gives us lots 
of laughs, alwavs unexpected, but always superbly put over by the 
incomparable Gordon Harker, who, as Detective Sergeant Elk, walks 
through the play with bowler hat and umbrella, impervious tc the shots 
and bombs and. concentrated hostilty of the. Frog. 

In sevenfeen scenes, we are taken to all sorts of places. A night 
club with a handful of seantily-clad “‘lovelies,’’ a snug cottage in Epping

WILLIAM DEVLIN’S FINE PERFORMANCE 


Admittedly one of Shakespeare’s most difficult plays, “King 
Lear” makes exceptionally heavy demands upon both actors and 
producer. When watching how admirably Mr. Henry ¢ ass handles 
the present production of this play at the Old Vic, it is a sickening 
thought that he, in all probability, will be leaving the famous 
institution at the end of this season. 

Mr. Cass has realised that the supremely important feature in the 
general lay-out of the play is the arrangement of the ebb and flow of 
climaxes and their grouping ‘so as to achieve the colossal eminence of 
emotional grandeur at the close.

Wor'd-Famous Producer Joins London Films 


Special Jewish Chronicle” Interview 


It is obvious that Hitlerism in Germany has unintentionally 
benetited many countries by reason of the large number of splendid 
intellects it has for one reason or another expelled. Inthe British 
film industry there is definite 
evidence of such benefit: and 
an interview which a JEWISH 
CHRONICLE representative’ had 
with Mr. Erich Pommer bears 
interestingly upon this point. 

Mr. Pommer. who is a Jew, is asso- 
ciate-producer with Mr. Alexander 
Korda for London Film Productions. 
He also has bis own unit, Pommer 
Productions, and was, of course, the 
most famous producer in Germany, 
and, probably, in the world prior to 
1933. While he was with A, that 
commpany produced “Warning 
Shadows,” “The Last Laugh,” “ The 
Blue Angel,” and many other world. 
famous films.At that tune Germany 
was producing the world’s greatest 
pictures. 

At the bedintime of 1935, Mr. 
ws Pommer left Germany for Holly wood, 
and after spending two*’years there, Is 
now in England. He believes that 
that period, short though it be, has 
given him a grasp of the peculiar requirements of the English-speaking 
peoples in matters of cinema. 3
